RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 15th November, 2006 
No. 12025/12/2005-SCD(RL Cell).— Whereas the 
Government of India Jias been seized of the issue arising 
out of the judgment of the Supreme Court in the case 
of E.V. Chinnaiah Vs. State of Andhra Pradesh [2004 
(9) Scale] dated 05-11-2004, where by the Apex Court 
struck down the Andhra Pradesh Scheduled Castes 
(i) - 
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(Rationalization of Reservation) Act, 2000, regarding 
sub-citegorization of Scheduled Castes in Andhra 
Pradesh. 

2. And whereas the Andhra Pradesh Legislative 
Assei lbly unanimously adopted the Resolution on 10th 
Decej nber, 2004 to recommend to Government of India to 
take i p the matter in the Parliament 

3. Now, therefore, the Government of India has 
resob ed to constitute a National Commission under a retired 
Judg( of the Supreme Court to examine the issue arising 
out oi the Judgment of the Supreme Court relating to sub- 
categ mzation of Scheduled Castes in Andhra Pradesh into 
four {roups for the purpose of reservation, in all its aspects. 

4. The Commission shall be named as National 
Com nission to examine the issue of Sub-Categorization of 
Sche luled Castes in Andhra Pradesh. 

5. The headquarter of the Commission shall be in 
New Delhi and operate from hired premises. 

6. The fixation of pay and other allowances of the 
Chaii person shall be governed by the guidelines on the 
subje ct relating to fixation of pay and other terms of retired 
Judges of the Supreme Court, as contained in the

7. The terms of reference of the Commission are as 
under:— 

* (a) To examine th$ various facets of the demand 

for sub-categorization of Scheduled Castes 
in Andhra Pfadesh subsequent to the 
judgment of tlje Supreme Court of India in 
the case of ElV. Chinnaiah Vs. State of 
Andhra Pradeih & others [2004 (9) Scale]. 

(b) To ex amin e the Constitutional, statutory and 
legal ramifications of the demand for sub- 
categorization of Scheduled Castes. 

(c) To make recommendations on the future 
course of acfion, clearly specifying the 
grounds and the criteria on which these 
recommendations are based. 

8. The Tenure of the Commission will be one year 
from the date of taking over of the charge by the 
Chairperson.
